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THE PALMERSTON MEMORIALS. 

It is pleasant to be able to snatch a moment from the heat, 
and dust, and turmoil of exciting contests and give it to the 
indulgence of those calmer emotions which belong to the past. 
It is still more pleasant when that past is associated with per- 
sonal recollections which make their appeal to our affectionate 
veneration, and when thought and sentiment can repose for 
a while in the genial sunlight of bygone greatness. There is, 
as ancient wisdom has told us, a time for all things; and not 
the least grateful among the alternations of scene and circum- 
stance which make up the sum of human experience is that 
which invites us to renew intercourse, in spirit, with those 
whose names were once “familiar as household words,” but 
who are now no more in our midst. There was a certain 
dramatic propriety in the simple ceremonial which last week 
recalled to public notice the name of Palmerston. One period 
ef intense struggle was already virtually closed; another 
will soon commence. It was fitting that memory should 
effer its homage to the virtues of the departed statesman 
during the interval. Both political parties were, in several 
important respects, represented by him. He was Conservative 
in his leanings—he was Liberal in his judgment and his 
policy—but he was, above all, an Englishman. Hence, perhaps, 
his unprecedented popularity. Men lost sight in him of the 
sharp distinctions of party, generally acquiesced in his rule, and 
approved rather than otherwise of his desire, in the domestic 
affairs of the country at least, to maintain as far as possible a 
state of rest. During his second administration politics had 
wellnigh become an exchange of civilities. There was just 
sufficient ripple upon the surface of the public mind to pre- 
serve it from stagnation; but, in the main, repose was the 
characteristic of his home policy, and to repress political 
passions, or to soften inevitable collisions, was the chief end 
tewards which he employed his unbounded influence. 

The people of Romsey have commended themselves to 
the heartiest sympathy of their fellow-countrymen in rais- 
ing a local monument to the memory of the departed 
statesman. He was for a lengthened term of years their 
near neighbour. He had discharged in the kindliest and 
most unaffected spirit all the duties which arise out of that 
relation, He had shed no little honour upon their town. It 
was meet that they should have among them some enduring 
memorial of him, and that they should hand down to coming 
generations a proof that they were not insensible to his private 
and public worth. A bronze statue, admirably executed by 
Mr. Noble, representing the noble Lord in the act of address- 
ing the House of Commons, and appropriately erected in the 
Market-place at Romsey, will henceforth remind the inhabitants 
ef, and the visitors to, that little country town, of the relation 
which Lord Palmerston bore to the outer world. A stained 
window at the west end of the abbey church, unveiled imme- 
diately before the celebration of Divine service, will address the 
devouter feelings of his friends and admirers, and suggest to 
them that the highest statesmanship is that which draws its 
inspiration from above. This is not the place to criticise these 
memorials. We contemplate them merely as records of the 
feelings which the career of the noble Lord excited in the 
minds of those who knew him best. Taste might, perhaps, 
take some exception to the use of allegory in illustration 
ef a life so eminently free and outspoken, and so little asso- 
ciated with mystery, as was that of Viscount Palmerston ; 
but, if so, affection may be pardoned for having overruled 
taste in the eagerness of its desire to express itself. 

We are better qualified now than we were at the time of 
his decease to appreciate, with some approach to accuracy, the 
character of the departed Premier. Just then the British people 
were too powerfully fascinated by the lighter graces which 
adorned it to estimate as they deserved the more solid qualities 
which he possessed. His wit, his geniality of disposition, his 
adroitness in the management of men, and his ever-growing 
popularity, induced a suspicion that Lord Palmerston owed 
his position rather to his address and his good fortune than 
to those attributes of statesmanship which achieve historic fame. 
Perhaps there is enough truth in this view of him to mislead 
the judgment. In some respects he was made by the times 
in which he lived, and in some respects he helped to make 
them. But, in truth, Palmerston raised himself to his high 
position, and qualified himself to hold it, by a long preceding 
career of energetic and faithful service. His patience and 
industry were as indomitable as his good humour and gaiety 
were inexhaustible. He undertook nothing which he had not 
first of all thoroughly mastered. He made so little of his own 
doings that other men were inclined to withhold from him 
the credit which he did not care to claim. He may not have 
put the heaviest strain upon his administrative machinery ; 
but it was not for that reason only or chiefly that the wheels 
of it never creaked. Under his superintendence it always did 
the work he required of it, because he had made himself 
familiar with its capabilities, knew how to regulate its move- 
ments, and calculated all its forces. Few men, if any, more 
clearly than he understood his own strength and his own 
weakness; none, perhaps, more correctly gauged the strength 
and weakness of those with whom, either as friends or as 
opponents, he had to deal. Hence the remarkable nicety of 
what seemed to be his extemporaneous decisions. They were 
not, as was often supposed, the result of felicitous guess-work, 
but the fruit of perfect acquaintance with the materials at his 
commend. In labour and in close personal observation he laid 
the foundation of his success as a Minister. 

Lord Palmerston brought to its close the political era 
initiated by the Reform Act of 1832. He imported into it 
many of the traditions of an anterior period, most of which, 
however, he allowed time and reflection to liberalise and ex- 
pend. He was trained in the school of diplomacy, and his 
embition was to place England at the head of European 
nations. In this aim he followed in the steps of George 
Canning, and inclined to a policy which lapse of time and 
chepge of manners have now rendered obsolete, That bis con- 








duct of foreign affairs through so many years was not free 
from errors all must admit; but, granted the scope of his 
policy to have been legitimate, few will deny the ability of 
his efforts to give it effect. Perhaps the noble Lord was 
too intent upon associating the name of his country with 
the progress of liberal ideas all over the Continent, and 
was only convinced by unwelcome experience that the 
best service that can be rendered to struggling peoples 
is to refrain from meddling with their internal affairs. 
But it will evermore shed lustre on Lord Palmerston’s foreign 
administration that he befriended civil and religious freedom 
wherever he could; that he never wavered in his attempt to 
annihilate the slave trade; and that he was prompt in 
extending protection to his countrymen in all parts of the 
world. 

It was, however, as Prime Minister that he won his great 
popularity in England. The measures which distinguished 
his administration, after the successful conclusion of the 
Crimean War, and for which it will be chiefly remembered, 
were for the most part financial, and were devised by the 
genius of his Chancellor of the Exchequer; but to Lord 
Palmerston the praise is due of having facilitated their pro- 
gress through Parliament. It may be doubted, indeed, 
whether under a less dexterous pilotage than his some of 
them—and those the most important—might not have been 
disastrously wrecked. His steering between shoals, and 
over broken water, was the perfection of art. He touched the 
helm but lightly—sometimes, to outward seeming, carelessly — 
but his touch was precisely at the right time, in the right 
direction, and to the right extent. He could be daring, but 
was never reckless. Underneath a manner that was usually off- 
hand, occasionally jaunty, there was generally a massive foun- 
dation of common sense; and when he seemed to be most 
indifferent as to what course he might follow, he had almost 
always taken previous counsel with prudence. 

The personal excellences of Lord Palmerston were sketched 
with exquisite grace, and without the slightest exaggeration, 
by Lord Granville, in his address at the inauguration of the 
statue at Romsey. The late Premier was, to say truth, a 
singularly lovable man. One might object to his policy, or 
be angered by his official decisions, but could never cherish 
towards him an unkindly wish, and that, simply, because 
there was nothing in his nature, or even manner, provocative 
of malevolence. There was a playfulness about him which 
was extremely charming. He gave off light from the surface, 
wherever he was ; but it was not reflected so much as radiated. 
It came from the gaiety of his heart. In the social circle he 
was like a glancing sunbeam, luminous, warm, genial, the 
pleasantest company that could be desired. Simple in his 
private tastes and habits, even to self-denial when the 
occasion demanded, he knew also how to make splendid 
accessories contribute to his ends. His generosity, his con- 
stancy, his chivalry, as a friend, won the admiration and ex- 
torted the applause even of his foes. He never deserted those 
who served under him; perhaps he went to an extreme in 
assuming public responsibility for errors which he could not 
but severely rebuke in private. These were the qualities which, 
associated as they were with what Englishmen call unbounded 
“pluck,” stirred the hearts of his countrymen in whatever 
part of the world they might be, and will make a visit to the 
Abbey Church and the Market-place at Romsey a sombre but 
pleasant duty to myriads who never saw the face of the states- 
man while he lived.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE. 
(From our own Correspondent.) . 
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bondholders, which took up the greater portion of two days. Me 
Berryer demanded the accounts of the Mexican Commission, whilst 
M. Rouher insisted that the Government was disengaged from all 
responsibility in reference to the bondholders. Several amendments 
proposing to increase the Government indemnity of 3,000,000f. were 
rejected, and finally the article was adopted by a large majority. 
The closing day saw the discussion on the bil! relative to the loan of 
e proposal of M. Garnier Pag?s to substitute tren- 
tenary bonds for Three per Cent Rentes was not taken into considera- 
tion, and that of M. de t-Paul, who moved that the sum should be 
increased to 680 millions, in order to provide for the defence of the 
country during the years 1868, 1869, and 1870, having been rejected, 
the measure was carried by 213 votes to 16. 

We have heard the last of the Budget, for some time, at least. 
On Tuesday M. Schneider declared that the Session of 1868 was at 
an end, an announcement which was received with cries of ‘‘ Vive 
YEmpereur!”’ Cries of “ Vive la Nation!’ were uttered by 
some of the members of the Left; but the Centre and Right 
pe Piqued at this want of unanimity, and fairly drowned 
the dissenting voices by renewed and vociferous acclamations. 

The sittings of the Senate and the Corps Législatif having 
been closed, in a few days such of the grand monde as 
still remain in Paris will be dispersed to Baden and the more 
fashionable bains de mer on the French coast. The vacation, too, of 
the lawyers and the professors is close at hand, and ere long Paris 
will be deserted seve by its smaller shopkeepers, its under employés, 
and the toiling classes for whom there is never any rest. Dieppe, 
Etretat, Havre, Trouville, Deanville, and other Norman watering- 
places, already boast their crowd of notabilities; and Brittany is 
also overrun with tourists, of whom the majority are from the 
capital. Races and regattas just now follow each other in rapid 
succession at various points of the coast from Havre to Brest, and 
furnished houses and apartments, wherever there is bathing-ground 
within reasonable distance, find tenants at high rentals. So con- 
siderable is the influx of visitors this year that regular residents who 
do not profit by it complain sorely at the effect it has had in raising 
the prices of provisions, and grumble at paying 7d. per lb. for the 
best meat, two francs for a fat duck, three farthings each for new- 
laid eggs, the same sum for a pint of new milk, and a sou each for 
large ripe apricots—in some instances half and in others a quarter 
of the prices which these commodities cost at Paris. 

The writers for the Parisian press, who have had nothing at all 
in particular to talk about lately, are in a state of jubilant excite- 
ment on account of an adventure which has happened to one of 
their number. It is one of those incidents which it is their de- 
light to wrangle over, modify, distort, and twist into various forms. 
Setting aside all their very ingenious, though sometimes improbable, 
hypotheses as to the probable cause and possible result of the affair, 
and confining oneself strictly to the statement of the injured party, 
the facts appear to have been as follow:—M. Paul de Cassagnac, of the 
Pays, was seated in his editorial sanctum, meditating an article, when 
a young man, ina state of great excitement and in the uniform of the 
French navy, suddenly entered the apartment, and, without the 
slightest preliminary observation, gave its startled occupant a 
violent slap on the face. The victim remained perfectly calm, and 
questioned his assailant as to the motive of his attack. He an- 
swered that his intention was to provoke M. de Cassagnac to a 
mortal duel, in order to avenge the attacks made upon M. Jules Favre 
and the students of the Quartier Latin by the Pays. M. de 
Cassagnac having asked the stranger whether he would repeat this 
statement in writing, he instantly complied, attaching the signature 
of Charles Lullier to the document, and then departed, observing 
that his seconds would wait upon his adversary. Upon subsequent 
inquiry, M. de Cassagnac learnt that his would-be antagonist was 
an enseigne de vaisseau, who had been dismissed the service and who 
had no right to wear the uniform he had assumed. Of course, he 
instantly came to the conclusion that, as the stranger had been 
deemed unworthy to serve in the navy, he was decidedly not a 

roper person to cross swords with, and therefore has announced his 
intention of bringing the affair before the Tribunal of Correctional 
Police. And this event, which has excited twenty times more 
interest than the storming of ‘— ¥~ is being argued pro and con. 
WF every newspaper in Paris. It has quite eclipsed the affair of 

. Rochefort, who, having received a communicated note from the 
Government, amounting to thirty-two pages of his journal, found 
that to print it would necessitate a supplement, costing 6000f., and 
therefore came to the conclusion that it would be less expensive to 
risk a press prosecution and 1000f. fine. 

The Montyon prize of 2000f. has been awarded by the French 
Academy to M. Meziéres, Professor of Foreign Literature in the 
Paris Faculty, for his ‘‘ Life of Petrarch.’’ 

Judgment was given yesterday in the action brought by the United 
States Government against M. of Bordeaux, for supplying 
ships to the late Confederate States. The Court held that President 
Johnson had not made out his claims, and condemned him to pay 
the cost of the suit.

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The City was favoured on Wednesday with the last political 
speech of a “grand” character which is likely to be delivered 
for some time. The Speech from the Throne could not, in the 
nature of such things, be particularly demonstrative ; but the 
Premier is one of those who not only know how to wait, but 
how to make an opportunity, if it be not offered to him. He 
very ly caused the postponement of the usual Mansion 
House t until the speech which he would have to deliver 
on that occasion could be a brilliant and triumphant one, so far 
as a lavish display of the pyrotechnic resources ever at his com- 
mand could make it so. At the most fitting date he appeared 
in the Egyptian Hall and delivered himself of a glowing 
harangue eminently calculated to supply with something more 
than hints the hundreds of Conservative orators who are now 
preparing to carry the fiery cross into the counties and 
boroughs. The speech was a new proof of the practical mind 
and adroitness of the Premier. It was quite a different thing 
from the semi-devotional harangue which he addressed to the 
Merchant Taylors. We had but one allusion to Divine 
Influences, and that was exceedingly orthodox, and connected | 
with the harvest, a reference which was in the highest degree 
proper. But we were not told of providential arrangements 
being brought to bear upon the events of the Session, nor 


of the division-list. The speech was a sort of proud 
roll-call. The extraordinarily good deeds of the Ministry 
were passed in review, and each was held up for 
special plaudit. We were told how many more good 
things the Cabinet would have done for the country, if 
evil men with bad objects had not hindered. And the Premier 
looked out with calm hope, not unmingled with proud defiance, 
upon the field which he had prepared for the coming battle, 
and was quite sure that the people of England would show 
themselves worthy descendants of their forefathers, and worthy 


‘| recipients of the boon which has been conferred upon them 


by Mr. Disraeli and his friends. The long comedy of the 
Session could not have been closed with a more exultant 
“tag.” 

We are in no humour to bestow unkind criticism upon this 
final effort by the Premier. Everybody, indeed, is in good- 
humour this week, which -relieves us at once of the terrible 
heat and the wearisome Parliament. We are always pleased 
to see Mr. Disraeli at his best, for we are sure not only of an 
intellectual pleasure but of a constitutional rite. We need 
not say that whatever there is to be urged in favour of the 
party which most folk, except Mr. Disraeli, assume to be 
numerically the weakest will be urged by the orator, and that 
no influence which can be brought to bear on public opinion 
will be neglected by him. This we hold to be a good and just 
thing, and we may fairly refer to any comment which we have 
had occasion to make upon the Premier's addresses in proof 
that we have always recognised his right to do his very best 
for his friends.

We need not gravely ask Mr. Disraeli what he meant by 
talking such nonsense, because his own laugh would be the 
ready answer. He knows so very much better than to believe 
in anything of the kind. His own beau-ideal of a Govern- 
ment is, we make no doubt, despite all the clever protests 
ony oligarchy with which his writings are adorned, a

Some years ago it was proposed to establish a magazine to be 
called “The Wits’ Miscellany.” While the title was under 
consideration, it was felt tobe somewhat pretentious; and as 
this idea grew more and more, various modifications were 
suggested, and at length the promoters cooled down into 
calling it simply by the name of its publisher—let us say, 
“Timkins’s Miscellany.” “Well,” said a critic, laughing, 
“perhaps the ‘Wits’ was too presumptuous, but why sun 
into the other extreme?” That is what Mr. Disraeli has done 
in the present case. He cannot have his refined oligarchy, so 
he pretends to admire the uneducated mass. “ Vigorous and 
robust principles!’’ We shall have them expounded in an 
edifying fashion before long. When a man, who is a good, 
and an educated, and a religious man, is not ashamed 
to write that Mr. Gladstone is a dupe, and a dupe of 
the worst sort, because he does not know that he is one, we 
may form a guess at the robustness with which principles will 
be enunciated on the Conservative hustings. Mr, Disraeli is 
afraid of over-refinement and over-education, and is glad that 
the appeal is not to. men like Gladstone and Mill, but to the 
yokel whose power of consuming beer is only equalled by his 
noble greed for sovereigns—to the freeman who is at this 
moment raging against the House of Commons for daring to 
make his disposal of his own property “ matter for t’ Assizes,” 
As we have said, grave remonstrance with nonsense uttered at 
a Lord Mayor’s banquet, and which might almost have pro- 
voked a smile from the classic statues, patient of aldermanic 
twaddle, would be absurd; but Mr. Disracli has done too

It was the determination of the Government to 
three measures—the Elections Petitions Bill, the Poor Relief 
ill, and the Metropolitan Foreign Cattle Market Bill; and in the 
two first they succeeded, partly by adroitness and partly by patience ; 
while, as re, the last, though perhaps more bodily strength was 
brought to on it, and it was sustained by sheer physical en- 
durance, they failed. There were episodes of interest as regards all 
three. Take the Election Petitions Bill. Time had become so 
precious that the Government seized on Wednesday and devoted that 
abnormal day to the measure.

involved on the part of an essentially people’s member! Next day, 
when that operation was about to be performed, loud was the 
protest and deep the wail which came from the philosophic members 
and their congeners. But Mr. Disraeli, with an adequate majority 
at his back, was ruthless, and the clause was eliminated from the 
bill. With many groans and much defiance the —— members 
intimated that they would try conclusions on the point once more, 
and so they did on the poy | day. It was amusing to behold 
Mr. Disraeli to soothe Mr. Fawcett, talking to him as if he 
was a spoiled } every word J seam f being a barb in the bosom 
of one who felt his seat in Parliament slipping away from him. 
But with all the ironical kindliness expressed by the Prime 
Minister, he held sternly to his purpose, and, finally, Mr. Fawcett 
was foiled, and the bill passed out of the fiery ordeal to which it 
had been subjected. > 

For cool Pasliamentary pertinacity commend us to Mr. Ayrton. 
He and Mr. Milner Gibson had resolved to see whether a small 
minority could not wo a Ministerial majority out of a bill 
obnoxious to the one and dear to the other; and, as is well known, 
long ‘and acrimonious have been the fights on the Metropolitan 
Foreign Cattle Market Bill. On Thursday week you might have 
begun to reckon the duration of the Session by hours, and the only 
hope of passing this bill was by getting through it within last week. 
‘Two days were only left, when on the evening in question, when the 
House was reopened at nine o'clock, and some three or four 
members only strolled in, Mr. Ayrton moved a “count.” 
There was a fearful scuttling about of the Government whips with 
little success, for though a Cabinet Minister or two came in, nothing 
approaching to the mystical “‘forty’’ seemed proximate. The 
Speaker, who for some occult reason seems to have a special aversion 
to ‘‘ counts,”’ took no notice of that which is always a crucial motion, 
and three times did Mr. Ayrton repeat it, when he murmured out 
that it was his habit on occasions to give five minutes for members 
to reassemble; that is to say, he takes on himself the right to 
violate a standing order of the House. Let it here be remarked 
that on a subsequent occasion when a motion was made to count, 
the Speaker actually told off the memberfs present three times, and, 
according to general belief, by some miscalculation of course, pre- 
served the House when only thirty-nine members were present. 
The odds against the Cattle Market Bill were thus made very 
heavy; and next night, when it was to come on again, the tactics 
of obstruction were once more put into play. Too large a body of 
members was secured at nine at night, the hour of reassembling 
after a morning sitting, to give any chance of another count; but 
Mr. Jacob Bright, chosen probably because he could hardly be 
twitted, on the face of it, with faction, made such a motion that 
the proceedings with the bill were delayed for two hours. It was 
infinitely amusing to bear Mr. Disraeli pointing out to the inno- 
cent young member that he had been made a catspaw of by 
Mr. Milner Gibson, who was carrying on a game which, speak- 
ing as a Minister and oblivious of his own goings on when 
leader of the Opposition, the Premier designated as really too bad. 
There was an awful row, such as it was —— that only tailors, 
according to the burlesque dramatist, co’ get up in such warm 
weather; and presently Mr. Hardy was to be seen, in his whirl- 
wind vein, pitching into Mr. Gibson; and then Mr. Gibson was 
beheld starting up in o convulsion of passion, and hoarsely 
Gemanding that certain “words should be taken down ’’— 
an operation which the most experienced of. those familiar 
with Parliament would have been glad to have witnessed, as 
they might have learnt what it meant; for, doubtless, even Sir 
Enckine y, the most erudite authority on matters of form Par- 
liamen , on being asked what would have been the result if the 
words had been taken down, could only have echoed the reply of 
a whilom Speaker of t uirements, and exclaimed ‘‘ Heaven 
only knows!”’ Really the last battle on the Cattle Bill which 
ensued was quite worthy of Homeric description. It is true that 
Mr. Disraeli, like Achilles, sulked in his seat; but Mr. Ward 
Hunt, stood in the front of the battle, stalwart as Ajax, blows fall- 
ing on him seeming to be as effective as thistledown; and 
from behind his vast proportions Lord Robert Montagu launched 
slight javelins which, when they did not miss, seemed only to 
tickle the determined foe. Shoulder to shoulder stood Mr. Milner 
Gibson and Mr. Ayrton, and their rank and file held by them man- 
fully. At half-past three o'clock on a a truce 
was proclaimed, and the contending hosts were about to seek repose, 
when the Chancellor of the Exchequer suddenly rose and announced 
that, by the rules of Parliamen strategy, the Government was 
Gefeated and would give up the bill.

THE CITY OFFICES, 
STREET. 

The new onion of the City Offices Com- 
pany, in Lombard-street, occupying an area 
of more than 15,000 ft., has one of the finest 
situations in the City, with a frontage of 
120 ft. in Lombard-street and 80 ft. in Grace- 
church-street. The ground-floor area has 
been laid out for two large banking establish- 
ments—one general office being 50 ft. square, 
and the hie 120 ft. by 60 ft. e remainder 
of the building, in the a epee eam is divided 
into suites of offices, which are calculated for 
the accommodation of public companies or of 
private firms. Great attention has been paid 
to adequate light and ventilation; while the 
security of the offices has been increased by 
the system of fireproof flooring, which has 
been adopted throughout. The whole build- 
ing consists of two ranges of basements, a 
lofty ground floor, and four storys above. 
The lower basement is devoted to cellarage, 
the upper basement to strong-rooms and other 
subordinate rooms connected with banks; and 
the ground floor, as we have mentioned, con- 
sists of two very spacious apartments of the 
dimensions stated above. The dividing 
walls and floors for the upper stories 
are all carried upon strong and beauti- 
fully cast iron columns, ranged in 
in Tne along the great rooms. As for its 
external aspect, the style adopted in this ex- 
tensive building is the Italian, and somewhat 
ornate, but not too greatly enriched. The main 
cornices are carried through each floor, and 
are broken round the columns and jlasters, 
thus relieving the flatness of the surface. 
The same treatment extends to the sur- 
mounting cornice, and with an enhanced good 
effect. e carving, which has been very well 
executed by Mr. Anstey, follows not con- 
ventional but natural types, and contributes 
much to the beauty of the fagade. The 
material used is the best Portland, a stone 
better calculated for the London atmosphere 
than any other in use. The church at the 
corner of Gracechurch-street is now taken 
down, and the approaches from Fenchurch- 
street considerably widened. This will give 
greater prominence to the new building, and 
enable it to be seen to much 

It may also be remarked that the front in 
Lombard-street was set back on the average 
as much as seven feet, the City Commis-

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THE WINNER OF THE QUEEN’S 
PRIZE. 

The decision of the council of the National 
Rifle Association, which we mentioned last 
week, pronounced Corporal Peake, of Man- 
chester (6th Lancashire Rifle Volunteers), who 
had scored the highest number of points, to 
be disqualified for receiving the Queen’s 
Prize, because he had used a cartridge with a 
lubricating wad, instead of the regulation 
cartridge, with a solid base, half scraper and 
half wad, supplied to all the competitors. 
Mr. Peake denies this charge, and still intends 
to claim the prize, having sent a telegraph to 
the council, on Saturday, just before the 
prizes were distributed to the winners, in- 
forming them that he will commence legal 
proceedings. In the mean time, as a necessary 
consequence of the decision of the council 
against Mr. Peake, the Queen’s prize is 
worthily bestowed upon the gentleman who 
made the next highest score, Lieutenant J. B. 
Carslake, whose Portrait we have engraved, 
and have now the pleasure of presenting 
to our readers. Mr. John Barham Carslake 
is twenty-two years of age. He is the son 
of Mr. J. H. B. Carslake, chief of the firm 
of Messrs. Carslake and Barham, solicitors, 
and Town Clerk of Bridgwater. He is 
the grandson of a veteran naval officer, the 
late Captain Carslake, of Exeter and Sid- 
mouth, who was a Lieutenant on board the 
Victory, under Nelson, at the battle of Tra- 
falgar, and one of those who saw the hero 
struck with his death-wound. The maternal 
grandfather of Mr. J. B. Carslake is a gen- 
tleman well known throughout the west of 
England for his learning and eeppen L 
Dr. T. F. Barham, of Newton Abbot, a county 
magistrate of Devon, who was formerly a phy- 
sician at Exeter. The winnerof the Queen's 
prize was educated at Rugby and Oxford, like 
‘Tom Brown;"’ he was Captain of the 
Rugby School Rifle Corps, and shot for 
it three years in the national compe- 
tition at Wimbledon; he was afterwards a 
member of the Oxford University Rifle 
Corps, among whose representatives he again 
contended at Wimbledon in 1865, 1866, and 
1867. He resides at Bridgewater, and holds 
the rank of Lieutenant in the 5th Somerset 
Volunteer Rifle Corps, He camped with the 
Victorias on the common. His success on 
this occasion has been hailed with the more 
gratification in his native county, since the 
magnificent China challenge cup, for which 
he also shot, has been awarded to the 
Somersetshire men. The champion marks- 
man of England for 1868 was welcomed in 
the town of Bridgewater on Monday with a 
triumphal procession to escort him to his 
home. The portrait we have engraved is 
from a photograph taken at Wimbledon by 
Messrs. Moira and Haigh. 
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Magdala at a special meeting of the Court of 
Common Council, held in Guildhall on Tues- 
day week. Seats were provided, upon a 
raised dais, for the Common Councillors, and 
for about a thousand ladies and gentlemen. 
A detachment of the 3rd London Volunteers, 
with their band, formed a guard of honour 
outside. The Lord Mayor and officers of the 
municipality, with the Aldermen in their 
robes, having received Lord Napier in the 
Council Chamber, escorted him to the dais in 
the great hall. The Town Clerk read the 
resolution passed by the Court, to present the 
freedom of the City, with a sword of the value 
of 200 gs., to the late commander of the 
Abyssinian expedition. It was explained 
that the sword, which ig*to be an elaborate 
artistic work, had not yetbeen completed, ready 
for presentation. Lord Napier was invited 
to sign his name in the roll of freemen, and 
to make the prescribeddeclaration. The City 
Chamberlain, Mr. Benjamin Scott, then de- 
livered an address of congratulation. He 
observed that the City roll of freemen already 
contained the name of a connection of Lord 
Napier’s family, the late Admiral Sir Charles 
Napier, for his exploit in the siege of Acre. 
Six votes of the Common Council had been 
passed upon occasion of the services and suc- 
cesses in India and China, in all which Sir 
Robert, now Lord Napier, had borne a part. 
With regard to the Abyssinian expedition, 
the City Chamberlain, seeking historical pre- 
cedent, compared it to Xenophon’s retreat 
from Persia, Hannibal’s passage of the Alps, 
the conquest of Mexico by Cortes, and Dr. 
Livingstone’s exploring journey in South 
Africa. He considered it an extraordinary 
military achievement. He justly commended 
“the method, order, and foresight displayed 
in its organisation; the almost mathematical 
precision and certainty of every step taken, 
the conciliatory treatment of the natives, 
the absence of undue delay or excessive 
haste, the undeviating and unfaltering pur- 
suit of the plan laid down, until, with 
the celerity, suddenness, and certainty of 
the lion’s spring, the great object of the 
war was attained.’ He observed, finally, 
that the officers of the Corporation of London 
were proud to recognise in Brigadier-General 
Merewether, who was one of Lord Napier’s 
right-hand men in organising this expedition, 
the eldest son of the late respected Town 
Clerk. Having finished his speech, the City 
Chamberlain shook hands with Lord Napier. 
In a few appropriate words, Lord Napier 
replied, thanking the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Common Councilmen for the honour 
they had conferred upon him. He said 
that one feeling animated the British 
army in Abyssinia; a wish to vindicate the 
honour of England from the outrage which 
had been committed against it, and to 
show that England was not only powerful but 
also merciful and considerate. Lord Napier 
added :—‘“‘I have received great assistance 
during the expedition from all the officers 
under my command, and I may say especially 
from the officer you have named, Brigacier- 
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‘Seneral Merewether, who was always ready with his advice, and 
always ready to undertake any labour devolving upon him. It 
happened that, approaching Magdala, a circumstance occurred which 
obliged me to send him to the rear. Without a word he went to 
the rear. He obeyed with the greatest cheerfulness, and it would be 
impossible to pay a greater compliment to a soldier than te say that, 
knowing that it was doubtful whether he would be able to return in 
time for the attack.’’ The ceremony was concluded by a resolution 
to enter the address and reply in the journals of the Court, on the 
motion of Mr. John Gomente, chairman of the City Lands Com- 
mittee, seconded by Mr. Alderman Cotton. In the evening the 
Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress entertained Lord Napier, the Duke 
of Cambridge, Commander-in-Chief, and General Sir Charles 
Staveley, with many other guests, at a banquet in the Mansion 
House, 


PRIZE-TAKERS AT THE ROYAL AGRICULTURAL 
SOCIETY'S SHOW AT LEICESTER. 

The breeders who fought so brilliantly in the shorthorn ring of the 
Royal—Colonel Towneley, Captain Gunter, Mr. Marjoribanks, and 
the renowned ‘* Jamie’’ Deagind—tiate one by one a out of 
the ranks, but still the Warlaby and Branches herds were left to put 
forth the excellency of their strength at Leicester. Lady Pigot only 
sent four out of her five nominations, and took off three prizes ; and 
Mr. Thomas Booth came with another quartet, and bore back two 
firsts, a second, and a reserved number. His bull, Commander-in- 
Chief, has only been out once before, when he was second, as a calf, 
at Plymouth. This grand roan is a son of Valasco and old Camp- 
follower, and is the old cow’s last calf save one. He was born in 
the May of '64, a few months before the late Mr. Richard Booth died, 
and when the old man had him brought up by “Cuddy” to the 
window, he said that in the whole of his herd experience he had 
never breda better bull-calf. “‘ The Commander’’ has not been let, 
and succeeded Lord of the Valley at Warlaby. Mr. Thomas Booth 
has several heifers by him, and two of the best bulls are from Pride 
of the Vale and Lady Grateful (sister to Lady Fragrant). The latter 
of these, Sir Richard, is let to Mr. Barnes, of Westland, in Ireland. 
Lady Fragrant, who won in the cow class, has had two heifers (one 
of them Lady Perfume) by him, and is in calf to him again. Of 
course at his age, four years and two months, he is not quite in the 
form he was at two years old, when ‘‘the Nestor of shorthorns”’ 
assured us he was among the three best bulls he had seen during an 
experience of upwards of fifty years; but still years and service 
have not told much on him, and he beat a large and excellent class 
of old bulls at Leicester, in which Mr. Jonathan Peel was second with 
a very massive white Knight of Knowlmere, also of Booth blood. 

Her Majesty's neat two-year-old prize heifer, Alexandra, which 
headed the in-milk or in-calf class, has Booth blood combined with 
Knightley in her veins, and was separated by Lady Pigot’s Dame of 
Rosalea from Lord Walsingham’s Thoughtless. This is the first 
shorthorn prize at the Royal that has ever fallen to the lot of the 
Royal Home Farm, where Mr. Booth’s England’s Glory has been 
since March. Her Majesty (to whom the result was immediately 
communicated by telegram) never showed a shorthorn before. Two 
more came with Alexandra, and all three were out at grass when a 
portion of the herd was sold last October. Many who were present 
remember the Leicester winner as quite the prima donna of the 
young things in the Home Farm pasture that day. The Cold Cream 
and the Allix are now the only tribes there, and Alexandra is of 
the Allix. Her colour is a rich roan, and she has a good loin and a 
neat head and shoulder points; but her top is not remarkable, and 
her size shows that she has not been “‘ fed from the post’’ like other 
** racing shorthorns.”’ 

Our sheep illustrations comprise one of Mr. King Tombs’s 
splendid Cotswold rams (for which he gave 210 gs. to Mr. Lane of 
Broadfield) and the Leicester ram of Mr. Turner, of Alexton 
Hall, who occupied that place in the van which his county rival, 
Mr. Creswell, has so often held before him. Mr. Turner only 
left Devonshire and settled in Leicestershire a few years since, but 
for two years in succession he has taken a Royal first. His father 
is a well-known Leicester breeder in the former county, and was a 
constant customer of Mr. Sanday and a winner in the same arena 
in his day. 

The blood-horse entries were not remarkable with the exception 
of Sir George Chomley’s Angelus, the winner, by Orpheus, a son of 
Orlando, and from Nutmeg by Nutwith, a mare bred by the late 
Lord Exeter and sold, as a cull from the Burghley stud, at Don- 
easter. Angelus was bred by Sir George, who is fast ogg 
the patriarchal age of his old friend, the late Sir Tatton Sykes. He 
won at the Yorkshire Show in 1866, and is a chestnut horse of great 
substance, but with rather a coarse forehand and a fine expressive 
head. We have seen horses more cast in the hunter mould, but he 
did not show to advantage, as he came up so very fat. Lady 
Derwent is by Codrington (son of Womersley), another of Sir 
George’s horses; and so is the chestnut hack which Sir George 
Wombwell lately sold for upwards of 300 gs. Several of our best 
hunt-cup and national steeplechase winners have also been bred by 
Sir George, and some of them have won in his own colours. 

The thorough-bred sires which have won at the Royal during 
1854-67 are Loutherbourg, Ravenhill, British Yeoman, Hobbie 
Noble, Spencer, Hunting Horn, Dagobert, Nutbourne, Ellington, 
Neville, Paughing-Stock, Motley, and False Alarm. The year 1866 
was an annus non, 

At Leicester a twenty-year-old horse, Naseby by Cotherstone, 
with rather a hollow back, but full of action and fire, was placed 
next to Angelus by the judges; and then came General Hesse, the 
winner at Islington. The three-year-old, Lancer, was the reserve 
number; and Ivanoff, John Halifax, Rouge Dragon, Cawood, and 
Hurrah were in the ruck. It was a strangely poor show for £160 of 
prize money. The Suffolks made upa very small entry, only fourteen 
in all, for the £80 worth of prizes ; and the older class was headed by 
The President, a very excellent one of Mr. W. Wilson’s, of Baylham 
Hall, near I ich. He is by Cretingham Hero, that celebrated 
horse which Mr. Rarey fetched out of Suffolk in a ial train, and 
** fought ”’ three or four days at the Alhambra, til the “ dejected 
savage ’’ would drop on seeing the straps. This horse is nearly as 
grand as his sire and very different in his temper, and with very 
nice action. Seven silver medals hung round his neck when he 
came on to parade; and Mr. Beart’s — hackney sire, 
Ambition, from the classic trotting regions Tiseaham Mecket, 
had nearly as many. The latter is a red with chestnut tail 


and mane, and won the Prince of Wales Cup at Fakenham last year. 
The Royal also gave him a first last year; and, by the new rule, he 
comes again, and takes the £25 first er, & capital 


prize, with

FINE ARTS. 


NATIONAL PORTRAIT EXHIBITION, SOUTH KENSINGTON. 
This exhibition, which has been decidedly successful, will close on 
Saturday, Aug. 22. During the ensuing t weeks it will be open 
on the same conditions as the South Kensington Museum—that is to 
say, admission will be free on Mondays, Tuesdays, and Saturdays, 
and sixpence only will be charged on the other three days of the 
week. 

In our notices of the present collection we carried our review to 
the end of the third series of portraits, as arranged in continuous 
chronological order; in other words, to the latest of those comprised 
in this third exhibition. The claims of other subjects on our 
attention have, however, prevented our giving due consideration to 
the interesting and instructive ‘‘ supplemental’’ portion of this last 
gathering, consisting of portraits ranging in date over the period 
comprehended by the two former exhibitions. We now, while there 
is yet time, purpose to supply this omission. 

Alike for priority of date and pre-eminence of interest the first 
place in this supplementary collection should be assigned to the 
Jerusalem Chamber whole-length of Richard II.; but, as we 
have recently engraved the portrait and described its singular 
transformation, we pass it without further comment. A few 
genuine Holbeins are contributed, and they are not accom- 
panied by a bewildering proportion of works incorrectly ascribed 
to the master, as in the first exhibition. Internal evidence seems to 
us to place almost beyond doubt the genuineness of the half-length, 
lent by the Marquis of Westminster, of Sir Brian Tuke (625), 
Henry VIIIL.’s Treasurer of the Chamber, through whom Holbein 
received his pension of £30 per annum from the King; and the 
smaller-scale portrait to the waist of John Reskimer (628), from 
Hampton Court, one of the earliest portraits executed by Holbein 
in this country, and the original drawing of which is in the Windsor 
collection. Mr. Wornum, in his able biography of the painter, con- 
siders it quite possible that the latter is a copy; but the highly- 
characteristic painting of the hands as well as head renders this, to 
us, improbable. We are inclined, also, to frankly accept as genuine, 
though not, certainly, a first-rate — a three-quarter length, 
sent by Mr. Holford, which escaped the laborious researches of Mr.

An 
undoubted work is the Duke of Northumberland’s delicately 
modelled full-length of Prince Edward (651) at the age of two years, 
very probably the picture painted as a New-Year’s gift to the King, 
and the original of Lord Yarborough’s half-length, also by Holbein, 
exhibited in 1866. Respecting other pictures ascribed to Holbein, 
there are reagons for doubt. The most noteworthy is the pre- 
viously unknown and inedited half-length of Lady Guildeford (659), 
wife of Sir Henry Guildeford, Master of the Horse to Henry VIII., 
contributed b Nir. 
Northiam, it had long lain forgotten. That this was painted as a 
companion to the fine and well-known portrait of Sir Henry at 
Windsor Castle, which was in the first South Kensington exhibi- 
tion, appears evident, and as such the pair were engraved by Hollar. 
The panels are of nearly identical dimensions, the date (1527) is 
the same, vine-sprays are introduced in the backgrounds of both— 
as, by-the-way, also in the Reskimer above mentioned, and in 
each case they seem touched by the same master hand; much of 
the colour (which in portions is beautiful) and detail is strikingly 
Holbeinesque. Yet, notwithstanding all this, the portrait is mani- 
festly deficient in some of Holbein’ s distinctive excellences. The face 
lacks his vital individuality ; the modelling is (for him) rather empty 
and weak; thedrawing, particularly of the eyes and receding shoulder, 
has an inaccuracy foreign to any generally-acknowledged work of 
the painter. We can only suggest as a possible solution of the 
enigma that the face, neck, and hands—portions of a portrait often 
reserved by the early painters till the full force was given to the 
background—were not finished by Holbein himself. That there 
were contemporary artists who, in some respects, equalled or 
approached Holbein was proved by the first collection of national 
portraits. To one or other of these we must attribute the charming, 
though scarcely Holbeinesque, oil miniature supposed to represent 
Surrey and the fair Geraldine (626), and obviously memorialising 
— troth; also the brilliant bust-portrait from Windsor 

Yastle, which formerly a for Luther, but is now named John 
Stokesley, Bishop of London (656), which is decidedly not by 
Holbein, the colouring being too crude, the execution too rigid for 
the German master. A bust-portrait, said to represent Sir Francis 
Drake (663), brings us to the next art-landmark—Sir Antonio More, 
the great painter of Mary Tudor’s reign, and one of the very first 
masters of portraiture, who to the character and precision of Holbein 
added a freedom of handling and fulness of modelling, derived 
from study in Italy, which marked a decided advance in art. No 
one conversant with More’s works, or retaining a clear recollection 
of the so-called Sir Thomas Gresham (which we engraved), the 
painter’s portrait of himself, and other works in the first portrait 
exhibition, can for an instant doubt the genuineness of this bust. Sir 
Antonio’s style is so distinctive, and he had so few imitators, that 
there is rarely any room for uncertainty; but this work in every 
touch and hue is as peculiar to the master as it is admirable. There 
are, however, many reasons which render its being a portrait of Drake 
extremely improbable. The only ground for so dubbing it appears to 
be the occurrence of globes, or rather the astronomer’ s system of bands 
on the globe, celestial as well as terrestrial, in the embroidery of the 
sleeves. But this—if, indeed, it means anything—would apply to 
an astronomer as appropriately as to a circumnavigator; or it 
might have, following the fashion of the time, an a egorical or 
(together with the jewelled rings of which a point is made in the 
picture) some other special significance, now lost. Before the peeee 
of Drake as circumnavigator could have been painted—that is, 
before 1780—More had not only left England and settled in the 
Netherlands after quitting Spain, but had been dead some years, 
according to the best authorities. Moreover, the portrait is quite 
dissimilar to the Plymouth picture exhibited in '66, which, though 
a poor painting, is a well authenticated likeness.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


The Registrar-General gives the following return of births and 
deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom during the week ending July 25 :— 

In London the births of 2003 children (980 boys and 1023 girls) 
were registered in the week. In the qunedending week of ten 
years, 1858-67, the average number, corrected for increase of popu- 
lation, is 2062. 

The deaths of 945 males and 940 females, in all 1885 persons, 
were registered in London during the week. It was the thirtieth 
week of the year, and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1575. The deaths 
in the present return exceed by 310 the estimated amount, and are 
more by 243 than the number recorded in the preceding week. 
The deaths from zymotic diseases were 800, the corrected average 
number being 631. Seven deaths from smallpox, 35 from measles, 
47 from scarlatina, 10 from diphtheria, 45 from whooping-cough, 
and 57 from typhus were registered. Fifty-eight deaths by 
choleraic diarrhoea, or summer cholera, were registered in the week ; 
38 were children under one year of age, 8 aged one year, 1 aged 
three years, 2 aged five years. Four hundred and forty-two persons 
died of diarrhea, of whom 353 were children under one year of age, 
49 were one year and less than two years, and 23 were of persons 
aged twenty years and upwards. The deaths of 5 persons from 
delirium tremens, of 4 persons from intemperance, of 6 children and 
2 adults from burns or scalds, of 17 persons from drowning, of 7 
infants from suffocation, of 10 persons who committed suicide, and 
of 3 children and 3 adults who were killed by horses or carriages 
were registered. Eleven persons died of sunstroke. 

In the week 4384 births and 4050 deaths were registered in 
London and in thirteen other large towns of the United Kingdom. 
The annual rate of mortality was 33 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was it per 1000 in London, 
22 in Edinburgh, and 23 in Dublin; 25 in Bristol, 38 in Birming- 
ham, 37 in Live l, 40 in Manchester, 35 in Salford, 39 in Sheffield, 
40 in Bradford, 35 in Leeds, 34 in Hull, 26 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
and 37 in Glasgow. 

The mortality from diarrhoea showed a further increase during 
last week in nearly all the large English towns, and was at the 
annual rate of 4 per 1000 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 6 in Bristol, 7 in 
London, 9 in Liverpool and Sheffield, 10 in Manchester and Salford, 
11 in Hull, 12 in Leeds, and, highest, 14 per 1000 in Birmingham. 
In London the temperature in the shade rose to 96°6 deg. Fahr., and 
the mean temperature of the week was 69°2 deg. ; but there was no 
approach to these high temperatures in the other towns ; the highest 
recorded in the shade being 91°6 ., and the highest mean of the 
week 64°4 deg., both in Sheffield. It will be observed that in the 
English towns the lowest mortality from diarrhea occurred in New- 
castle, where the mean temperature of the week was only 60°3 deg., 
and lower than in any of the other towns.

ELECTION PROSPECTS. 
There are still a few announcements of retirement by members 
at the coming election, though, in some instances, it is sup- 
posed by others and hoped by themselves that they will be only 
translations.

At length two working-men can- 
didates proper have actually appeared, or are said to have appeared ; 
for Mr. Howell, secretary of the Reform League, and Mr. Odger, 
a familiar name in connection with that confederacy, it is believed 
will try this sort of candidature in the borough of Stafford. A 
gentleman a while ago rather prominent in a certain way 
in the House—to wit, Sir John Ramsden, formerly member for 
Taunton and the West Riding of Yorkshire in succession—is about 
to see what he can do in the Monmouthshire boroughs. It has

LORD NAPIER OF MAGDALA AT THE 
WIMBLEDON RIFLE MEETING. 


The fourteen days’ campaign of the National Rifle Association on | 


Wimbledon-common ended on Saturday with the public presenta- 
tion of the prizes and the usual review. Lieutenant-General Lord 
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Napier of Magdala performed the ceremony of handing the prizes 
to the successful competitors. Lord Napier came on the ground in 
an open carriage accompanied by Lady Spencer, the Marquis of 
Donegall, and Lord Longford, Under Secretary for War. Ina second 
carriage were Lady Napier, General Scott (her Ladyship’s father), 
and General Peel, Earl Spencer and Captain Costin accompanying 
the party on horseback. Lord Napier wore, with the uniform of 
general officer, the ribbon and order of the Bath. Having alighted 


| from his carriage, he was led to a small marquee, beneath which 





were placed chairs for him and those in his company. On two 
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baize-covered tables were ranged all the prizes of value above £20. 
The challenge cups and shields made a goodly show, together with 
trophies newly designed for presentation. 

Earl Spencer, ads lressing Lord Napier, who had been conducted 
toa small temporary platform, said that, before the noble Lord 
commenced the duty he had kindly undertaken to perform, it would 
be a great compliment to the volunteers, represented by the 
National Rifle Association, if he would consent to be enrolled as 
an honorary member of the body. Lord Napier very readily and 
xracefully assented, and, as the badge of the association was being 
fustened on his breast, the cheers of the assembly broke forth loudly. 
ilis Lordship, when silence ensued, said :—“I have great pl 
my Lords, Ladies, and Gentlemen, in accepting this mark of favour 
which Lord Spencer, representing the vobagoeens of this country, 
has done me the honour to present to me. Iam greatly obliged to 
him for having given me the opportunity of being enrolled among 
the volunteers of England, My experience in the mutiny of India 
has taught me that, however perfect a small standing army may 
be, still, its numbers being small, it is unable to take advan of 
its successes; and it opoeem to me that the volunteers of England 
are exactly that supplementary force which the standing army of 
England requires. As the youngest member of your volunteer 
force, and as a humble individual, I shall see with the greatest 
pleasure every encouragement which is offered to the volunteers, 
and should be extremely glad to witness every year an increase in 
their numbers.”’ 

Several times during this short and soldierly address cheers were 
renewed; and again when the speaker concluded. He then pro- 
ceeded to his duty of distributing the prizes. To each of the 
winners as he came forward Lord ~~ spoke a few well-chosen 
words. As the International or Elcho shield—a fine piece of 

embossed ironwork—was borne away on the shoulders of those 
crack marksmen, the Measieurs eG Nosworthy, Metford, and 
Radcliffe, who represented the English winners, Lord Napier said 
he was sure that England was proud of having won the shield; 
that Scotland had a great fancy for it, having, won it twice; but 
that Ireland intended to have it next time. This remark was 
warmly applauded by the volunteers and those of the spectators 
who were near enough to hear the words. The great incident of 
the ceremony was, of course, the presentation of the Queen's 
prize, value £250, and the gold medal of the association. The 
winner, Lieutenant Carslake, 5th Somerset, was warmly cheered 
on presenting himself, and Lord Napier said that of all the 
prizes he had had the honour to distribute there was none more 
interesting or more valuable than that given by her Majesty. Earl 
Spencer called for the thanks of all present to Lord Napier for the 
honour he had done them in distributing the prizes. It was a 
matter of great honour to win a prize at the meetings of the 
National Rifle Association; it was an additional honour to receive 
it from the hands of one who, like Lord Napier of Magdala, had 
done so much to add to the lustre of the British Army abroad. His 


Lordship called for three hearty cheers for Lord Napier, which were 
very cordially given. A similar compliment was paid to Lady 
Napier, and with this the ceremony terminated. e guard of 


honour at the distribution of prizes was under the command of 
Colonel Warde, and consisted of the London Rifle Brigade, the 
‘lower Hamlets, and the 19th and 26th Middlesex.

A shocking accident has taken place at Portsmouth. Lieutenant 
Meade, a son of Lord Clanwilliam, was engaged in the manufacture 
of a gun and of a peculiar kind of torpedo, when the deadly missile 
exploded, causing the death both of himself and of one of his 
assistants, a man named White. Lieutenant Meade was sensible 
for a short time after the accident, and was very anxious it should 
be understood that the explosion was caused, not by his gun, but by 
the overheating of some gutta-percha. He exhibited great solicitude 
for White, and ordered that provision should be made for him out 
of his private means. His relatives have undertaken to provide for 
White's family. 

The Queen has signified her intention to confer the decoration of 
the Victoria Cross on the undermentioned soldiers, whose claims to 
the same have been submitted for her Majesty’s approval, for their 
gallant conduct in Abyssinia, as recorded against their names— 
viz.: Drummer Michael Magner and Private James Bergin, 33rd 
Regiment, for their conspicuous gallantry in the assault of Magdala, 
on April 13 last. Lieutenant-General Lord Napier reports that, 
whilst the head of the column of attack was checked by the obstacles 
at the gate, a small stream of officers and men of the 33rd Regiment 
and an officer of Engineers, breaking away from the main approach 
to Magdala and climbing up a cliff, reached the defences and forced 
their way over the wall and through the strong and thorny fence, 
thus turning the defenders of the gateway. The first two men to 
enter, and the first in Magdala, were Drummer Magner and Private 
Bergin, of the 33rd Regiment. 


Lord Napier of Magdala presided, yesterday week, at an anniver- 
sary meeting of the Soldiers’ Daughters’ Home, held at the United 
Service Institution. He had a good word to say for the manage- 
ment and for the prudence and economy displayed by the executive 
in the administration of the finances.——Last Jaturday night his 
Lordship was entertained at Woolwich by the corps of Royal Artil- 
lery. Major-General Warde, the commandant of the garrison, pre- 
sided. Lord Napier, in response to the toast of hishealth, spoke highly 
of the services of Colonel Milward during the Abyssinian campaign, 
and, having mentioned the names of several artillery officers to 
whom his thanks were due, his Lordship referred to the assistance 
rendered by the Navy. The seamen made light of all their 
difficulties, and throughout the expedition had been cheerful and 
contented. It was satisfactory to know that the British army had 
left Abyssinia with a better prospect of peace and with more hope 
of its advancing in civilisation than when they entered the country. 
They did all they could to set a good example, and had found the 
people an interesting race.

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SCENERY OF THE CAPE. 


The scenery in the neighbourhood of Cape Town, around the base 
of the Table Mountain, has a picturesque variety of aspect. Un- 
dulating plains, where green pastures are mingled with orchards, 
and hills sloping upward to the sides of the mountain, are suc- 
ceeded by thickly-wooded gorges of the forest, ravines through

which streams of the purest water descend to the ocean, and tre- 
mendous clefts in the wall of bare rock that frowns over the 
lowland country on each side.
